National FFA Convention & Expo 


This year, more than 67,000 FFA members, supporters 
and guests attended the 90th National FFA Convention & 
Expo, held in Indianapolis, October 25-28, 2017. The SC 
FFA Association was well represented this year. 

Convention and expo events took place at several venues 
in downtown Indianapolis and surrounding areas. FFA 
members and advisors met in Bankers Life Fieldhouse, 
where eight of the nine general sessions were held. At the 
Indiana Convention Center, members explored the expo or 
expanded their minds by attending a variety of workshops 
or participating in education and career success tours. The 
national convention and expo had an estimated $40 million 
impact on the city. Attendees stayed in more than 120 hotels 
throughout the Indianapolis area. 

The convention and expo began with the National 
FFA Band leading a grand march down Georgia Street 
in downtown Indianapolis. State Vice President Christle 
Tindall, proudly carried the SC Flag. The march ended at 
Bankers Life Fieldhouse and ushered in the start of the 
opening session.

The Clemson College/University Agricultural Education Program: 
The Years 1917-1950

The creation of the Agricultural Education program at Clemson 
College occurred nearly simultaneously with the state’s acceptance 
of the provisions of the Smith-Hughes Act of 1917. The earlier 
success of the Darlington County Project of 1914 and the success of 
the early Smith-Hughes agricultural programs in the public schools 
created a shortage of trained individuals to fill the demand for 
agricultural teachers throughout the state. 

To help resolve the shortage dilemma of trained teachers, the 
Division of Agricultural Education teacher-training program at 
Clemson College was created and opened its doors in the fall of 
1917 with 10 students. Officially, the program continued to operate 
by that name until 1933. Professor Verd Peterson had been hired 
in July 1917 to serve as both teacher-trainer at Clemson College as 
well as State Supervisor for Agricultural Education. Peterson began 
his work on July 10, 1917 with an annual salary of $2,200. The 
responsibilities of the two-fold position quickly became too much 
for one individual to handle. W. G. Crandall of New York, then a 
graduate student at Cornell University, was recruited and accepted 

‘employment with Clemson College in January 1918 to serve as 
Peterson’s faculty assistant. Crandall reported for work on February 
1, 1918 at a salary of $1,500 per year. 

Verd Peterson reported there were ten members in the first 
Agricultural Education co-hort completing the course at Clemson 
(College in 1918. All ten students completed the program in 1919 
sand seven accepted employment as teachers of agriculture within 
‘South Carolina. Three members of that first class, T. L. Ayers, B. 
IH. Stribling, and B.O. Williams, later became faculty members at 
(Clemson College. 

The teacher education curriculum remained a two-year program 
aat Clemson College until 1928, when it was converted to a four- 
wear program. The first 11 years produced 64 teachers; and over 
the next 30 years, 541 individuals completed the four-year program 
aat Clemson College. A similar training program was later created 
ait South Carolina State College for training Black teachers for the 
ssegregated schools. 

The demand for teachers of Agricultural Education throughout 
tlhe state remained substantial. As a result, Professor Verd Peterson’s 
duties as State Supervisor consumed so much of his time that during 
tlhe 1918-1919 session at Clemson that he performed very little class 
work with the exception of conducting the six-week summer school 
hneld on the Clemson campus in 1919. Peterson continued to serve 
ais the Head of the Division of Agricultural Education until 1921 
when Peterson’s appointment became full-time State Supervisor 
fcor Agricultural Education and his office was moved to Columbia. 
LJpon Peterson’s departure from Clemson College, W. G. Crandall 
a:ssumed the duties as Head of the Agricultural Education Division 
aind maintained that responsibility until his retirement in 1946. 


Clemson College School of Vocational Education 


By 1933, interest in teaching vocational subjects had expanded to 
tne extent that the School of Vocational Education was established at 
Clemson College. W. W. Washington, a member of the Agricultural 
Eiducation faculty became the Dean of the new School. In 1933, the 
A.gricultural Education Department was transferred from the School 
off Agriculture to the School of Vocational Education, which included 


both the departments of Agricultural Education and the Department 
of Industrial Education. By 1939, enrollment in Agricultural 
Education alone had risen to 280 students in the four-year program at 
Clemson College. 


Student Teaching 


Student teaching or practice teaching as it was often referred in 
South Carolina is an important phase of the teacher training program. 
This aspect was first initiated at Clemson College in 1917, and 
has remained a continuous requirement for teacher certification at 
Clemson University. The first regular method of practice teaching 
used during the first two years of the program required that students 
nearing completion of the program would teach the freshman 
class during the spring semester. This provided less than adequate 
experience and results. By 1920 experienced teachers in four local 
schools, Pendleton, Seneca, Clemson-Calhoun, and Central were 
used to host student teachers for a six-week experience. In terms 
of 1920 transportation accessibility, the location of these schools, 
all within a 10 mile radius of campus, still provided a logistical 
obstacle. During the 1925-26 year a request for $1,200 was made for 
the purchase of a “Ford touring car with Jitney body” for the purpose 
of transporting college students to the observation and practice 
teaching locations of Central, Pendleton, and Seneca High Schools. 
This procedure of providing transportation for student teachers 
remained through the early 1950s. 

Prior to 1953, Clemson Agricultural Education students were 
limited to six-week student teaching experiences in close proximity 
to campus. It was not until 1954 that 22 students were placed in 11 
cooperating schools located throughout the state for the first time. 

By the end of the 1940s, the Clemson Department of Agricultural 
Education evolved from a one-man operation in 1917 to a faculty 
of five professors. They included included W. G. Crandall, J. B. 
Monroe, B. H. Stribling, W.C. Bowen, and F. E. Kirkley. oA
